fourth bullet, esfffafliaill-y an accurate one, destroys the Commissions entire report. 

Yet it is ineontrovertahle, from the Commissions own photographic documen- 
tation, that the President an:.-, the Governor, were not struck by the same bullet. 

This photographic evidence appears in the October S, 1964 issue of LIKE, on the 
cover and on pages 40- SOB. Earlier, it appeared in the November 29, 1963 issue 
of LOTS, on pages 24- 27. These 8 ink, movies were taken by a man named Sapruder 

and according to then-current reports were purchased by Life . 

The finding of the Warren Commission was that the first bullet to strike the 
President hit him in the back (not the neck, bear in mind, but lower^ in tfoo -hodyi - tiaon . 
tssfc, so low that the doctors at' Parkland Hospital were unaware of that alleged 
point of entrance), exited at about the point oK\his neck wh re the tie knots, 
then hit the Governor in the right shoulder and passed downward through the 
Governor's body, at an angle toward his left, collapsing a lung, shette ring his 
right hand, and remaining in his left thigh, from which it was recovered.
